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Changed Food Ways 
Have Swept Indiana 
Management of one of Indiana’s 
big chain stores has this comment 
on the “good old days!” 
The era of the IO cent steak may 
have been the “good old days” 
for other reasons, but not as far 
as the cost of feeding a family 
was concerned. Low price tags in 
those days did not mean cheap 
food. 
A dollar bought a lot of meat 
in 1859, but feeding a family then 
cost more than half of all a man 
could earn. Price tags were low in 
1900 too, but food still cost 43 per 
cent of a family’s income. 
In 1954, Americans are reported 
to have spent just 25 per cent of 
their income for food. They have 
75 per cent of their earnings left 
over for the other necessities and 
luxuries that make American stan­ 
dards of living the highest in the 
world. Back in the IO cent era, a 
week's food supply cost three days 
or more of a family provider’s la­ 
bor. Today it takes only about IO 
hours of the average man’s work 
to buy his family’s food.

LONG AN D SHORT VIEWS 
There are reports of contradictory Ameri­ 
can reactions to the South Viet Nam civil 
war. In dispatches from Saigon where Pre­ 
mier Diem has at least temporarily ousted 
Emperor Bao Dai, Ambassador J. Lawton 
Collins is said to favor the retention of a con­ 
stitutional monarchy with the playboy mon­ 
arch remaining in the saddle. 
But from Paris comes word that Secretary 
Dulles refuses to see Bao’s intermediaries 
pleading for his restoration. But it is expect­ 
ed that he will talk to representatives of 
Diem who is seeking to replace French colon­ 
ialism with representative government. 
This isn’t the first time that the U. S. has 
been caught betwen two fires of going along 
with the colonial status quo because it spells 
out short term stability or espousing the 
cause of nationalism that squares with Amer­ 
ican instincts and traditional aspirations. 
South Viet Nam today is a battlefront in 
two senses of the word — as a buffer against 
further red expansion and in the cold war of 
isms in which all Asia has a stake. It is not 
simply a question of stabilizing the immedi- 
at situation — it is necessary to plan for the 
long pull of keeping Asia free. Continuing 
Bao on an absentee throne hardly seems the 
wav to win.

WASHINGTON up — From now until the summer 
conference of President Eisenhower with the prime 
ministers of Britain, France, and Russia there will be 
speculation on what Russia hopes to get out of it. 
The Allies proposed it in the belief, perhaps a thin 
one, the result might be beneficial. 
The Russians have been talking peace and making | 
some gestures in that direction. 
They agreed to a treaty for Austria. They made 
some concessions on disarm am ent although world 
disarm am ent is a distant dream . There can be only 
guesses about the sudden appearance of Russian rea­ 
sonableness. 
One thing can be taken for granted: the Russians 
have not abandoned their goal of world communism. 
Their problem, as always, is how and when to 
achieve it. 
They may sincerely not want world war It would 
be nice to believe they had reached that decision 
through a developing maturity. But if they do not 
want it, it is probably because they are afraid of los­ 
ing it, at least now, or because they know enough 
about nuclear weapons to believe that in the next 
war there will be no winner. 
Or they may wish to lull the West with sweet talk 
to get more time for preparing for war. They would 
be at a disadvantage in a war now. 
They are surrounded by United States bases from 
which American planes could pound them if they at­ 
tack; and they are still behind this country in the de­ 
velopment of nuclear weapons. 
Their only purpose in talking peace at all may be 
to split the Western Allies, isolate the United States, 
turn world opinion against this country, and keep 
Germany disarm ed by dividing Germans over the 
hope of reunification. 
Yet, this country can’t afford to go into next sum ­ 
m er’s conferences without being ready to make con­ 
cessions for the sake of peace if the Russians show 
any positive signs of doing the same.

VIENNA, Austria, UP —Jubilant 
Austria celebrated into the dawn 
today the Big Four signing of the 
historic treaty pledging her free­ 
dom after 17 years of hot and cold 
war. 
Church bells pealed across the 
land as millions rejoiced. The pact 
makes Austria a sovereign state 
for the first time since Hitler an­ 
nexed her to Nazi Germany in 
March 1938. 
Within 90 days after the treaty 
is ratified by the Big Four and 
Austria, some 70,000 troops of the 
United States, Russia, Britain and 
France will pull out and Austria’s 
freedom 
will 
become 
a 
final 
reality. 
Amid all the revel, there was 
an undercurrent of uneasiness over 
the little country’s economic fu­ 
ture. It was feared particularly 
that heavy payments to Russia 
might upset the economic stability 
attained with U.S. help during the 
IO years of Big Four occupation. 
There was also the realization 
that a series of economic crises 
might drive this central European 
country, pledged to neutrality, into 
Russian hands. 
Such disturbing thoughts and a 
drizzling rain did little to dampen 
the long-awaited celebration. 
The bells and waltzes were set 
off Sunday when Russia’s V. M. 
Molotov, British Foreign Secretary 
Harold Macmillan, Secretary of 
State 
Dulles, 
France’s 
Antoine 
Pinay and Austrian Foreign Min­ 
ister Leopold Figl signed the thick, 
leather-bound treaty promised Aus­ 
tria as far back as 1943. 
A few minutes after the signing, 
cheers of 18,000 Austrians welled 
up from the streets outside Vien­ 
na’s 
historic 
Belvedere 
Palace, 
where the ceremony took place. 
The great bell of 700-year-old St. 
Stephen’s 
Cathedral 
pealed 
the 
joyous news. Churches throughout 
the Alpine country took up the call. 
Later thousands 
went to the 
square in front of St. Stephen’s 
for a mass conducted by Theodor 
Cardinal Inmtzer. Others waltzed

As To Origin Of Name 
When two reporters came here 
from the East to ask me some 
questions about Indiana, one of the 
first asked, was where the name 
| Hoosier originated. 
State lore offers many explana­ 
tions of where the popular name 
Hoosier came from. Congressman 
John V. Beamer, Wabash, asked 
the Congressional Library to offer 
an explanation. He got this reply. 
“The origin of the nickname, the 
Hoosier Stale, or Hoosierdom, for 
Indiana is a moot question. J a ­ 
cob Piatt Dunn is of the opinion 
the original form of the word was 
Hoozer, and that it might signify 
hill dweller or highlander as well 
as something large, but that either 
of these ideas “ would easily give I 
rise to the derivative idea of un­ 
couthness and rusticity.” 
Hoosier Origin Not 
Easily Traced Now 
“ He thinks that the word must J 
be Old English dialect or slang, 
and believes it is Cumberland di­ 
alect brought over by the settlers 
of Indiana, or by their immediate 
forebears from Cumberland Coun-1 
ty, England 
“ Another explanation is that the j 
nickname Hoosier was given to the I 
settlers, who were so proverbially 
mquisitive and gruff in speech they j 
never could pass a house without 
pulling the latchstring and crying j 
out, ‘Who’s there?* The Kentucki­ 
ans are said to have given this ex­ 
planation of the origin of the name. I 
“Still another account, the early 
boatmen of Indiana were strong 
and great fighters, and that one of j 
them, on a certain occasion on the 
levee of New Orleans, successfully I 
fought several individuals at one 
time, after which, springing up and 
speaking in a foreign accent, he 
exclaimed, T m a Hoosier!* 
“The New Orleans papers printed 
an account of the affair, and after­ 
wards applied the name to all boat­ 
men from Indiana, and finally to 
the citizens of the state. According 
to the story, the word Hoosier 
means husher, or one who can 
hush his m an.”
